Sadly, 
the worid of ehUdrefi'a liti»rnture htts not yet met this ehttl- 
ienge* The picttjro it offefs is a tftortochrbWG — a world of 
white, Buburban fawllioa with aeverely limited optiona for 
femalen and males* 

Traditionally, certain behaviora— pttsaivity, 
otoadienee, dOfnaBticity, Bmotionallty— have been ternied appro- 
prlat« for girls, while other charactatiflbicfl— attangth, bra- 
very, independence— 'BrB seen a« auitabla for boya. Thia sex- 
typing ifl danaerouB because it limits options and does not 
allow for individual differences vrithin each sex. We believe 
that a<?tlve qirla and gentle boys deserve encouraging role 
models in order to develop a positive self-iwage, in addi- 
tion, we believe that children living in a variety of cul-. 
hurea and family structures deserve to see themselves ro- 
fleeted in their literature. 

A good picture book avoids storeotyped attl- 
tudeai at its very best, it offers encouraging examples of 
humanlstle, multidlmenBional characters. K small number of 
these books have appearad sporadlaally over the years. 
During the 1970' s» we have noted an increase in picture 
books that reflect a wider range of lifestyles and more 
varied images, The purpose of this list is to provide a 
critical guide to these booHs, 

This bibliofl-'aphy has Its origins In a Femi- 
nist Press study of commercially produced booKs published 
between 1972 and 1977 which appeared to be nonsexist or role 
free. We wanted to examine the new offerings of children's 
book publishers, to see what improvement a, if any, had been 
made, and to share our findings with others concerned about 
children's literature. We began with reviews In School 
Library Journal as our primary source, adding other titles 
as they came to our attention, some books could not be lo- 
cated, others may have been missed Inadvertently. In a few 
cases, books from late 1971 and early 1978 were included. 

Special mention must be made here of the 
important contribution of the small, alternative presses. 
They have served as courageous pioneers, taking risks with 
innovative themes and challenging established formulas, 
we have seleetecl the best of their- publications for inclu- 
sion in this list as veil.

sands of books published in the last five years, we find 
these flguroB dispiriting. Not only is thia insulting to 
the underrepresonted cultures p it also deprives all children 
of exposure to our multifaceted society # 

There am 1^3 books on the list that we are 
proud to recommend. Of these, some are particularly put- 
.^tandinq and have been singled out as Highly Recommended* 
Books in this category have achieved a special synthesis of 
content and style. The author* s point of view is well inte- 
grated with those qualities that make a good picture book, 
literary oxoellence and visual appeal. We felt it would 
also be useful to inform the reader of books whi ch are 
problematic in eome way or juBt disappointingp so we added 
two smaller categories, Recommended With Some Reseryations 
and Not Reowimended* 

All the Recommended and Highly Recommended 
books meet our criteria for nonsexismi there are girls and 
women in self-aetualiEing situations, there are boys and 
men who e^qprees their emotions, and there are books that 
address life experiences previously ignored in literature 
for young children* The fact that we can recommend so 
many books Is encouraging. However, the reader should be
